Dole urged President Clinton to 
seek indictments of those responsible 
for the deaths of four members of a 
Miami-based Cuban exile group in 
the Feb. 24 downing of two U.S. 
planes off the Cuban coast. 

“That’s how we got Noriega,” Dole 
told reporters Thursday, referring to 
the prosecution in the United States of 
the former Panamanian leader. 

Dole also told a civic luncheon in 
West Palm Beach he would consider 
a woman as his running mate if he 
gets the nomination. And he adjusted 
his campaign schedule to campaign in 
Tennessee on Friday with former 
Tennessee Gov. Lamar Alexander, 
who dropped out of the presidential 
race on Wednesday. 

Florida and Tennessee are among 
seven states with “Super Tuesday” 
primaries next week that will dole out 
362 delegates. So is Texas, where 
Dole campaigned on Wednesday. 

The Senate majority leader sched- 
uled an evening “victory party” in 
Clearwater to celebrate what he hoped 
would be a big win in Thursday’s 
New York primary. 

“T just ask, take a look at all of us. 
There’s not a lot of us left,” Dole told 
a luncheon sponsored by the Pundits 
of Palm Beach, a bipartisan civic 
group. “Hopefully we can see the end 
of the tunnel here. But it’s going to be 
up to states like Florida and Texas 
and New York today.” 

Dole wasn’t sounding conciliatory 
toward either of his two remaining 
rivals for the nomination.

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. — Two 
strengths of the BYU men’s basket- 
ball team — good offensive execu- 
tion and tough defense — abandoned 
the Cougars in its loss to Colorado 
State 100-84 Thursday. The first- 
round loss knocked BYU out of the 
Western Athletic Conference 
Tournament. 

The Cougars and the Rams traded 
leads several times for the first part 
of the game. and BYU led 19-17 
with 10:23 left in the first half. But 
the Rams went on a 16-2 run and 
maintained the lead for the rest of the 
game. 

David Evans, Colorado State’s 
senior guard, led the charge and hit 
three consecutive three-pointers dur- 
ing the run. Evans lit the Cougars up 
for 20 points in the first half, and 
ended the game with 36 points — a 
career-high and a WAC Tournament 
record. 

“Tt was just one of those things — | 
was in the zone,” Evans said. 

Evans was not the only one shoot- 
ing well — the Rams shot 58 percent 
from the field. 

“Colorado State just came out and 
shot the ball extremely well,” BYU 
coach Roger Reid said. 

Evans’ shooting was not BYU's 
only problem in the first half, howev- 
er. The Cougars committed 11 
turnovers in the first half, which lead 
to easy baskets for the Rams. 

“We couldn't catch the ball from 
the very first few possessions,” Reid 
said. “We just couldn’t control it. 
The ball was very new and slick, but 
that’s no excuse — both teams have 
to play with the same ball.” 

After Nathan Cooper stole the ball 
and hit a three-pointer at the buzzer, 
BYU trailed at the half 45-30. 

Although BYU was relatively suc-

cessful containing Evans, other CSU 
players stepped up their scoring — 
CSU’s Delmonte Madison scored 21 
points in the second half for a total of 
28. 

Trailing by as many as 19 points, 
BYU did make a run to cut the lead 
to 11 with about five minutes 
remaining. 

Although the Cougars did come 
within eight points of the Rams, the 
foul calls seemed to halt BYU’s 
momentum and CSU was able to 
regroup. 

“We just didn’t come out and play 
like we could,” BYU’s Bryon 
Ruffner said. “You've got to give 
Colorado State a lot of credit, they 
came out and played well.” 

Ruffner scored 15 points for the 
Cougars, while Ken Roberts led 
BYU with 22. 

Although the Cougars struggled on 
both ends, coach Reid said it was not 
due to lack of preparation. 

“We've never had a better couple 
of days or practice,” Reid said. “I felt 
we were ready to play. Evans hit 
some three-pointers that really took 
the wind out of our sails.” 

Roberts agreed with his coach. 

“] thought mentally we had our 
heads in the game,” he said. “We 
played hard, but Evans had a great 
game. If they played this well every 
night, they could take this thing.” 

The loss drops the Cougars to 15- 
13 overall this season, and their 
chances of receiving an NIT invita- 
tion are questionable. But even if this 
was the last game for BYU, senior 
guard Randy Reid said he is not dis- 
appointed with the season. 

“It’s not disappointing at all,” he 
said. “To have the opportunity to 
associate this year with the caliber of 
these suys, with the type of integrity 
and character of these young men on 
this team, you can only leave this 
program a winner.”

®resembles a soccer ball in the fuzzy pictures taken by the Hubble Space 
» Telescope and released on Thursday by NASA. 

« Bright patches of white are probably caused by nitrogen that has frozen in 
® extreme temperatures and snowed onto the surface, said astronomer Alan Stern 
* of the Southwest Research Institute in Boulder, Colo. 

' “We can see from the images that Pluto is the most variegated, contrasty 
: object in the outer solar system,’ Stern said. The images reinforce the belief by 
| astronomers that Pluto is one of the strangest of the nine planets orbiting the 
| sun, he said. 


Arafat opens parliament by blasting Hamas 


JERUSALEM — While his police agents showed off bomb-making gear and 
other confiscated terror tools, Yasser Arafat accused Islamic radicals on 
Thursday of trying to “kill the Palestinian dream” just as it was beginning to 
-come true. 

Opening the historic first session of an elected Palestinian lawmaking coun- 
cil, Arafat lashed out at the Hamas campaign of suicide bombings that has 
2killed 61 people since Feb. 25 and put the peace process with Israel in jeop- 
-ardy. But he also attacked Israelis for trying to halt the terror by barricading 
- Palestinians inside their towns, saying the blockade was “like the occupation 
come back again.”

|_ority was “to keep the peace and make it stronger.” 

» The opening of the parliament — was supposed to be a step toward peace 
with Israel. The bombings have instead revived Israeli fears of Palestinians and 
b produced demands for Arafat to crush the militants. 


| Yeltsin announces plans to end Chechen war 


GROZNY, Russia — Pressured by the fiercest fighting in the Chechen capital 
} in a year, President Boris Yeltsin said Thursday that he and his Security Council 
| had agreed on steps to end the war. 
| His announcement came as hundreds of troops and a column of tanks rolled 
f into Grozny to reinforce Russian forces under fierce attack from Chechen 
b rebels trying to retake the city. 
Hundreds were reported killed, and bodies were left lying in the street. A pall 
smoke hung over the city, which shook with the roar of tank cannons, mortar 
gibnades and ‘gunfire. The fighting was the heaviest in the capital since it was 
eized by the ‘Russians last year in the early weeks of the 15-month-cld war, 
| which has profoundly damaged Yeltsin’s popularity as he seeks a second term 
| in June elections. He has been promising for weeks to bring it to an end. 
Yeltsin said the plan has a “military aspect” and calls for Russian forces to 
“complete the fighting.” It was not clear whether that meant they would fight to 
| victory or simply end combat operations.

Taiwan tense as China begins missile tests 


Taiwan’s military says the ground-to-ground missiles are 
highly accurate and cannot stray into Taiwanese territory. 
If they do, it says, the island’s 400,000-strong military is 
on high alert and ready for anything. 

“Keep calm and cool — that’s the best way to deal with 
said Economics Minister Chiang Ping- 
kun, assuring the public the tests would not affect Taiwan’s 
imports and exports. 

Foreign banks said people were each demanding up to 
half a million U.S. dollars Thursday, depleting their cash 
supply and forcing them to set a ceiling of $3,000 on each 
transaction. Jewelers also reported brisk gold sales. 

A foreign bank manager requesting anonymity said cus- 
tomers were reluctant to put their Taiwanese dollars in a 
U.S. dollar account in case deposits were frozen as an 
emergency measure. 

All this poses a dilemma for President Lee Teng-hui as 
he seeks another term in the March 23 election. China 
blames Lee personally for the crisis, saying he is a closet 
independence seeker. 

Lee brought democracy to Taiwan. Trade and civilian ties 
with China have boomed during his eight years in office, 
helping to turn the island of 21 million into the world’s 
14th-biggest trading power. 

Now he must find a way to calm China’s wrath without

TAIPEI, Taiwan — Taiwan, so proud of its Herculean 
economy and blossoming democracy, suddenly feels vul-

Its burly neighbor, China, started a third round of missile 
tests today on Taiwan’s doorstep. And Chinese officials

— to intimidate Taiwan out of acting like a sovereign 


nation as elections approach. 


In Taipei, Taiwan’s capital, life appeared normal 
Thursday. Stores, restaurants and garish red-curtained 
massage parlors disguised as barbershops did business as 
usual.

cles, the air as polluted as ever. 


Nervous residents lined up at banks to withdraw money 
and convert savings into U.S. dollars, and shoppers

According to a Chinese warning to ships and aircraft, the 
targets are 21 miles from Keelung and 32 miles from 
Taiwan’s northern and southern international

Beijing is convinced that Taiwan, which it claims as a

Standard framing methods, roofing 
and finishing techniques, sheet rock- 
ing and carpentry are also taught. 

Inmates are selected based on sever- 
al criteria. Swenson chooses individu- 
als who have non-violent offenses 
with a minimum 30 day sentence. 

“A lot of them have poor job skills,” 
Swenson said. “It is good when they 
can say, ‘Hey, I helped on that’ and 
see the results of their labor.” 

Swenson said the program can make 
a big difference in people as there are 
usually noticeable changes in the 
inmates who participate. 

Giving the inmates skills and the 
chance to be productive brings about, 
“a measured attitude difference,” 
Swenson said.

person can claim an individual as a 
dependent. Because of these precau- 
tions, taxpayers claiming refunds this 
year may experience a a delay. 

“Several steps are being taken to 
tighten the security net against refund 
fraud,” said IRS Salt Lake City 
spokesperson Dora LaVoie. 

“The delays are necessary to ensure 
filers are entitled to the refund 
claimed, based upon the information 
provided.” 

The IRS does not expect to delay as 
many tax refunds in 1996 as they did 
in 1995. This expectation is based on 
changes in the agency’s screening 
process as well as the anticipation that 
taxpayers will be more careful to pro- 
vide correct Social Security numbers 
on their returns. 

According to LaVoie, it is important 
to make sure all Social Security num- 
bers match all taxpayers and depen- 
dents listed on the return. “The com- 
puter is automatically catching these 
things,” she said. “It won’t let more 
than one person claim the same 
dependent.” 

LaVoie emphasized the need to care- 
fully enter the correct Social Security 
numbers on tax forms to prevent a 
delay. Taxpayers who experienced a 
tax refund delay last year must be 
especially careful to enter correct 
numbers this year. 

In prior years, even if. the Social 
Security number didn’t match the 
name, the refund would be processed 
with only a notice which said there 
was a problem with the Social 
Security number. Now, these claims 
will not be processed until the Social 
Security problem has been cleared 
through the Department of Social 
Security. 

This is true even when a newly mar- 
ried woman changes her name, but 
doesn’t notify the Social Security 
office, LaVoie said. “We can’t process 
a claim unless the Social Security 
number EES the name.”

Thatcher firm on education

Speaking frankly on the subject of science and technology, Lady Margaret 
Thatcher formally opened the UK/US Partners in Technology Conference in 
Salt Lake City Wednesday. 

In less than 10 minutes, the former prime minister of Britain clearly defined 
where she stood on issues of technology, the Internet, the role of government 
and educating children. 

The United Kingdom and the United States have made some of the greatest 
advancements in science together, Thatcher said. 

“This cooperation between countries and this conference are in the middle of 
the gut feeling of the people you represent.” 

She said the high standards between countries should continue, and more 
money should be put into investments rather than into spending. 

Thatcher said she is distraught when so much money is spent on educating 
our children but a good education does not come out of it. Children could have 
all the best technology in the world, she said, but if they are not learning, it is 
useless. 

“Every child should have a good education in the sciences, arts and cultures, 
but it is not happening. We owe it to our children to teach them all that is best in 
what we have done.” 

“The Internet is dangerous to children,” she said. She urged those present to 
arrange the creation of blocking devices to stop pornography and other evils of 
the Net. 

“You must remember the glorious findings and knowledge of science is 
morally neutral,”

Gambling bill 
passes in House

Rep. Bill Orton, D-Utah, voted 
Tuesday for passage of the National 
Gambling Impact and Policy 
Commission Act, which passed by the 
House of Representatives with strong 
bipartisan support. 

The act would establish a nine- 
member group to be responsible for 
studying the societal effects of legal- 
ized gambling in the United States. 

“While I am proud of the fact that 
Utah is the only state in the country, 
besides Hawaii, that does not have 
any form of legalized gambling, I 
don’t think we can simply close our 
eyes and hope that the problem goes 
away, Orton said. 

Orton is a co-sponsor of the legisla- 
tion, and has pushed for its passage in 
the House. The Senate, who now con- 
siders the legislation, is expected to 
quickly pass the proposal. 

Legalized gambling in the United 
States has increased by a staggering 
2,800 percent in the past 20 years, 
according to a study in the 
Washington Post. Gambling revenues 
have increased from $17 million in 
1975, to over $482 billion in 1995, 

“There are so many problems asso- 
ciated with gambling — lost produc- 
tivity and increased crime, and hard- 
er-to-value costs such as suicide and 
attempted suicide, family disintegra- 
tion and financial ruin,” Orton said.
